6 Grass  greener ’ 
to  foreign 

students  in  U.S. 


Editor's  Note:  A  new  member  at 
the  SAMPAN  staff,  Siew  Chwan 
Ng  is  a  graduate  student  at 
Boston  University’s  school  of 
Public  Communication  majoring 
in  Public  Relations.  A  foreign 
student  from  Singapore,  she 
shares  her  views  on  the  status  on 
Chinese  “ foreign  students”  in 
Boston.

Is  the  grass  greener  on  the 
other  side?  Of  course  not. 

But  it  does  not  stop  the 
hundreds  of  Asian/Chinese 
students  who  journey  to  the 
United  States  to  pursue 
academic  studies.  Boston  the 
cradle  of  the  American 
revolution,  is  particularly  noted 
for  its  academic  achievements  in 
the  local  institutions  of  higher 
learning. 

Each  year,  hundreds  of 
students  from  the  U.S.  and  from 
abroad  strive  hard  to  enter 
Boston’s  many  reknown 
universities-  Harvard,  MIT, 
Tufts,  Wellseley,  etc. 

Boston  academically  is  noted 
for  its  scientific  and 
technological  developments. 

The  numbers  of  foreign 
Chinese  students  enrolled  in 
both  undergraduate  and 
graduate  schools  are  increasing. 
According  to  data  collected 
from  six  Boston  universities,  the 
total  number  of  Chinese  foreign 
students  in  1974-75  is  shown  in 
the  accompanying  chart. 

Among  the  universities, 
Massachusetts  Institue  of 
Technology  has  maitained  the 
highest  percentage  of  Chinese 
foreign  students.  The  majority 
of  the  Chinese  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  graduate  schools. 
Many  obtained  grants  or 
assistantships  either  from  their 
schools  or  the  country’s 
foundations.  Although  interests 
are  varied  among  the  students  in 
terms  of  selecting  major  areas  of 
study,  most  are  in  applied 
sciences,  technology  as  weil  as 
business  administration,  areas 
considered  “much  more 
practical  and  applicable,  as  far  as 
job  market  concerns  at  home 
and  abroad.  Chances  are  higher 
if  you  are  majoring  in  these 
fields,”  said  one  Asian  student. 
Most  foreign  students  are  very 
career  oriented.

Sub-standard 

Overcrowded 


Housing  has  long  been  and 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  major 
problems  confronting 
Chinatown. 

Two  low-income  housing 
projects,  Tai  Tung  Village  and 
the  Mass.  Pike  Towers,  which  are 
less  than  three  years  old,  have 
been  the  only  relief  of  any  scale 
in  solving  the  community’s 
housing  problems. 

But  still,  even  within  the  two 
new  complexes,  problems 
continue  to  persist.  The  major 
areas,  overcrowding  and 
substandard  housing  conditions, 
continue  to  plague  residents  of 
Chinatown. 

In  Chinatown,  the  average 
size  of  the  typical  housing  unit  is 
a  two-bedroom  apartment 
occupied  by  an  average  of  4.3 
persons. 

Seventy-five  percent  of  the 
people  in  Chinatown  and  the 
South  End  live  in  overcrowded 
conditions,  a  violation  of  health 
and  housing  code. 

Legally,  such  overcrowded 
situations  are  a  violation  of  the 
tenant  and  not  the  owner  unless 
the  owner  encourages  it. 

In  the  past  five  years, 
Chinatown  has  seen  the 
introduction  of  the  two  high  rise 
developments  and  considerable 
renovation  efforts.  Such 
additions  have  added  some  557 
housing  units  to  Chinatown,  but 
most  are  for  two-bedroom 
apartments.  Only  74  of  the  557 
units  are  for  three  or  more 
bedrooms,  and  yet  the  average 
Chinese  family  includes  two  or 
three  children. 

Sixty  percent  of  the

Defense  for  Tam  seeks  venue 
change,  files  grand  jury  challenge 


The  defense  for  James  C. 
Tam,  indicted  for  second  degree 
murder,  has  filed  motions  and 
affadavits  for  a  “change  in 
venue”  and  has  also  filed  a 
motion  challenging  the  makeup 
of  the  Grand  Jury. 

Tam-who  was  charged  with 
murder  and  assault  and  battery 
with  a  dangerous  weapon  during 
a  Charlestown  street  fight 
resulting  in  the  death  of  a 
16-year-old  girl,  Patrice 


Borden--was  indicted  by  the 
Grand  Jury  in  early  August.  A 
charge  of  first  degree  murder 
was  lowered  to  second  degree 
murder  by  the  Grand  Jury. 

The  Grand  Jury  also  handed 
down  a  “no  bill”  motion  in  the 
charges  against  Tam’s  younger 
brother,  17-year-old  George, 
after  reviewing  the  evidence. 
George  had  been  linked  to  the 
incident  with  an  assault  and 
battery  charge.  The  Grand  Jury 


motion  for  a  “no  bill”  clears 
him. 

The  defense  attorney, 
Norman  Zalkind,  said  a 
“discovery  hearing”,  to  dispute 
the  state’s  withholding  of  certain 
evidence  was  held  Wednesday, 
Oct.  23.  Zalkind  said  he 
expected  the  court  to  order 
some  “discovery”  in  the  hearing, 
that  is.  for  the  court  to  require 
the  Commonwealth  to  provide 
the  defense  with  some  of  the 
disputed  evidence.

The  defense  actions  are 
standard  procedures  in  a 
criminal  case,  said  Zalkind.  All 
necessary  measures  are  being 
taken  which-in  the  event  of  a 
c  o  n  viction--would  provide 
grounds  for  an  appeal. 

A  tentative  trial  date,  agreed 
upon  by  the  defense  and 
prosecu  tion--but  not  yet 
accepted  by  the  Court-has  been 
set  for  February  9,  1976.

Zalkind,  a  partner  in  the  law 
firm  Zalkind  &  Zalkind, 
specializes  in  criminal  cases.  He 
has  some  legal  experience  in 
Mississippi  dating  back  to  1964, 
in  the  midst  of  the  civil  rights 
struggle.  Although  he  has 
handled  Chinese  clients  in  the 
past,  Zalkind  said  this  is  the  first 
criminal  case  involving  Chinese 
clients. 

“The  whole  office  is  working 
on  the  Tam  case.  It’s  a  very 
important  case.  Second  degree 
Murder  is  always  a  dangerous 
case.  I’m  personally  in 
everything,  following  through, 
including  filing  motions, 
something  often  left  for  others 
to  do”,  Zalkind  said. 

He  said  that  while  his  office  is 
handling  other  murder  cases,  the 
Tam  case  is  the  “most  important 
case  pending”. 

Numerous  law  students, 
including  Don  Chou,  a  law 
student  at  Boston  College,  are 
volunteering  assistance  in  the 
case.  Chou,  who’s  been  active  on 
the  Tam  Brothers  Defense  Fund, 
has  volunteered  a  considerable 
amount  of  his  time  throughout 
the  summer  on  the  case. 

In  discussing  the  motion  for  a 
change  in  venue,  Zalkind  said  it 


is  his  legal  obligation  to  “delay 
as  long  as  possible”  the  case, 
particularly  in  an  effort  to  “cut 
out  the  possibility  of  prejudice”, 
which  the  September  busing 
situation  enhanced,  particularly 
with  the  busing  of  many  Blacks 
and  Chinese  into  Charlestown. 

James  Tam,  who  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  all  charges  at  the 
arraignment  in  Superior  Court, 
has  been  released  on  $10,000 
personal  recognizance.  Through 
money  raised  on  his  behalf,  he 
was  able  to  graduate  from  high 
school  this  summer  by  attending 
special  classes,  since  he  was 
unable  to  attend  classes  after  the 
incident.  He  is  currently 
attending  Brandeis  University, 
and  his  brother  George,  is 
continuing  classes  at  Brighton 
High. 

Both  brothers,  and  Mrs.  Tam, 
were  forced  to  abandon  their 
Charlestown  home  for  personal 
safety.  According  to  members  of 
the  Tam  Brothers  Defense  Fund 
Committee,  the  Tam  family  and 
some  60  other  Chinese  people 
living  in  the  federally -funded 
Mishawaum  Apartments,  had 
been  harrassed  and  threatened 
and  forced  to  relocate  in  other 
parts  of  Boston. 

The  incident,  which  occured 
in  a  vacant  parking  lot  on  May 


22,  1975,  also  involved  as  many 
as  six  to  thirteen  youths  in  what 
police  called  a  “general  mellee”, 
resulting  in  the  arrest  of  both 
Tam  brothers.  All  others 
involved  were  white.  No  others 
were  arrested  or  charged. 

The  Boston  Chinatown 
community,  through  the  Tam 
Brothers  Defense  Fund,  has 
raised  over  $9,000  towards  its 
initial  $10,000  goal.  One 
member  of  the  committee  said 
that  pledges,  not  yet  received, 
would  take  theat  amount  well 
over  the  $10,000  mark. 

Funds  raised,  said  Jane 
Leung,  the  coordinator  of  the 
committee  have  been  gratifying, 
however  the  defense  funds  will 
not  be  adequate  to  meet  all  of 
the  legal  defense  needs.  The 
Committee  has  raised  the  goal  to 
$20,000.

‘Double-blind’  study  reveals: 

Acupuncture  effect  on  arthritis

According  to  a  team  of 
Boston  researchers,  the 
effectiveness  of  acupuncture  in 
the  treatment  of  certain  arthritic 
disorders  is  not  significantly 
different  when  compared  to 
relief  obtained  through  placebo 
methods  or  a  “hocus”  form  of 
acupuncture. 

In  one  of  the  few  known 
controlled  studies,  40  patients,

osteoarthritis  by  a 
rheumatologist,  volunteered  for 
the  experiment.  Fifty  percent  of 
the  participants  were  randomly 
selected  for  acupuncture  while 
the  other  half  received  the 
placebo  (hocus  or  fake) 
treatment. 

Dr.  Lien-Chun  Shaw,  a 
pediatrician  trained  in 
acupuncture  methods  in  Taiwan 
and  Hong  Kong,  administered 
the  acupuncture  and  placebo 
treatment  to  the  subjects  in  the 
“control”  and  “experimental” 
group. 

Dr.  Albert  Gaw,  a  psychiatrist 
associated  with  the  Chinatown 
Mental  Health  Team,  and  Dr. 
Lennig  Chang,  a  rheumatologist 
formerly  associated  with  the 
Boston  Chinese  Community 
Health  Services,  evaluated  the 
degree  of  pain  experienced  by 
each  patient  before  and  after 
each  treatment  whether  placebo 
or  acupuncture.  Neither  Dr. 
Chang  or  Dr.  Gaw  (or  the 
patients)  knew  which  treatment 
was  administered.  Such  a  study 
is  referred  to  as  a  “double-blind 
study.” 

“During  an  11  week  period, 
each  patient”  according  to  the 
report  printed  in  the  August 
issue  of  The  New  England 
Journal  of  Medicine , “was 
requested  to  stop  their  usual 
pain  medication,  one  week 
before  and  during  the  entire 
study  period.”

A  total  of  eight  treatments 
was  administered  to  each  subject 
“lasting  about  half  an  hour,  and 
consisting  of  three  to  five 
minute  periods  of  manual 
twirling  of  the  inserted  needles, 
with  interval  periods  of  rest 
without  removal  of  the  needles,” 
the  report  noted. 

Periodic  evaluations  were 
made  before  treatment,  and 
within  36  hours  of  the  first, 
fourth,  and  eighth  treatment. 
Follow-up  evaluations  were  also 
performed  at  the  second  and 
sixth  week  after  treatment. 

According  to  the  researchers, 
four  variables  for  evaluating 
responses  to  treatment  were 
used:  1)  the  physician’s 
evaluation  of  joint  tenderness;  2) 
the  patient’s  evaluation  of 
subjective  sensation  to  pain;  3) 
the  patient’s  evaluation  of  joint 
activity;  and  4)  the  physician’s 
evaluation  of  the  patient’s  range 
of  motion  in  the  treated  joint  as 
measured  by  a  “goniometer.” 

“On  the  basis  of  this  study,” 
state  the  researchers,  “it  is 
concluded  that  after  treatments, 
both  experimental  and  control 
groups  had  reduction  in  pain. 
Nontheless,  there  is  no  statistical 
difference  when  the  effect 
obtained  by  placebo  treatment .” 

In  fact,  according  to  Dr.  Gaw, 
the  relief  in  pain  experienced  by 
both  control  and  experimental 
groups  was  comparable  to 
similar  relief  afforded  by 
common  aspirin  or  other 
conventional  arthritic  remedies. 

Possible  explanation  of  the 
study’s  results  may  include 
“attitudinal  and  social  factors” 
such  as  expectations  of  the 
doctor  and  patient. 

The  researchers  pointed  to 
the  “need  for  additional  control 
studies.”

The  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council  is  perhaps 
the  newest  organization  in  town. 
Like  the  many  which  have 
sprouted  in  the  past  few  years,  it 
has  ambitious  plans. 

It  has  far-reaching  plans 
touching  upon  the  very  nerve 
center  for  the  Chinese 
community-  economic 
development. 

“Chinatown  has  never  really 
been  a  part  of  the  American 
Eceonomic  System,”  noted 
CEDC  Executive  Director, 
William  Leong.  “Because  of 
language  barriers,  an 
unfamiliarity  with  business 
procedures,  the  Chinese  have 
never  really  participated  in  the 
American  Economic  System. 

“There’s  never  been  an 
advocate  for  the  Chinese  people. 
Business  progress  has  been  at  the 
mercy  of  financial  institutions.” 

Leong,  29,  a  sociologist-busi¬ 
nessman  who  recently  added  the 
title  “doctor”  to  his  name, 
completed  his  doctoral  thesis  at 
Tufts  University  on 
“Sociological  Factors:  A  Study 
of  Sociological  and  Medical 
Deprivation  of  Urban 
Chinese- Americans.” 

He  sees  the  creation  of  the 
CEDC  as  a  major  development 
for  the  Chinese  community. 

A  mover,  a  fast-talker, 
ambitious  person,  Leong  does 
not  sit  still  for  long.  He  talks 
about  finances  the  way  you’d 
expect  a  Wall  Street  analyst  to 
sound. 

He  is  talking  “bucks”-big 
bucks.  He  is  talking  about  land 
development,  international 
import/export,  high-powered 
financing,  employment,  and 
expansion. 

The  very  existence  of  CEDC-- 
made  possible  through  nearly 
$130,000  in  federal,  state  and 
private  monies-attests  to  his 
determination,  his  persuasive 
talents,  his  business  acumen-  his 
“get  it  done,”  attitude. 

Located  in  the  basement  of 
the  Chinese  Merchants  Building 
at  20  Hudson  Street  in 
Chinatown,  the  CEDC  is  heavily 
funded  by  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce’s  Economic 
Development  Administration 


On  November  9,  the  Boston 
Chinese  Evangelical  Church 
(CEC)  will  celebrate  its  14th 
anniversary. 

Acceptance  of  the  group  has 
been  a  gradual  process  in  which 
other  religious  and  social 
agencies  have  come  to  accept  the 
church’s  activities.  Membership 
also  increased  steadily. 

Over  the  past  14  years,  the 
Church  has  conducted  Sunday 
school  classes,  worship 
gatherings,  bible  studies,  prayer 
meetings,  family  meetings, 
out-door  retreats,  hymn  classes, 
and  educational  retreats. 
However  the  church  is  also 
active  in  catering  to  other  social 
needs  through  its  educational 
and  language  classes,  and  social 
welfare  counseling  services. 


through  its  Office  of  Technical 
Assistance,  to  the  tune  of 
$75,000. 

The  Office  of  Manpower 
Affairs,  State  of  Massachusetts, 
is  providing  $26,700.  The  Tufts- 
New  England  Medical  Center 
Hospital  has  made  a  grant  of 
$4,000  as  did  the  Chinese 
Merchant  Association.  The 
Chinese  Local  Development 
Corporation  also  contributed 
$4,000. 

Arthur  Wong,  who  is  cited  for 
spearheading  the  creation  of  the 
CEDC,  said  he  expects  the 
CEDC  to  make  Chinatown  a 
“showcase  of  the  City.” 

Arthur  Wong  is  president  of 
the  CEDC  Council  consisting  of 
five  voting  members.  Besides 
Wong,  the  members  include: 
Bob  Lee,  representing  the 
Chinese  Benevolent  Association; 
Shih  Hing  Lee,  National  Chinese 
Welfare  Rights,  New  England 
Chapter;  Henry  Oi,  Chinese 
Merchants  Association;  and 
Stanley  Chin,  Chinese  Urban 
Renewal  Committee. 

The  make-up  of  the  CEDC 
council  overlaps  with  key 
members  of  the  Chinese 
Merchants  Association.  Leong 
said  that  the  officers  were 


Since  1963,  the  CEC  has  been 
housed  at  8-10  Pine  Street, 
sharing  quarters  on  Sundays 
with  the  Pine  Street  Inn,  an 
alcoholic  rehabilitation  center. 
The  church  has  been  developing 
plans  over  the  past  decade  for 
the  construction  of  a  permanent 
church  site  on  the  comers  of 
Harrison  Avenue  and  Marginal 
Street.  At  present,  the  Church’s 
plenary  session  is  in  the  midst  of 
selecting  an  architect  and 
developer.  More  than  half  of  the 
needed  monies-  a  total  of 
$300,000  have  been  pledged  by 
members. 

Tentative  plans  for 
groundbreaking  are  for  the  end 
of  1975  or  the  beginning  of 
1976  with  construction  lasting 
about  one  year.

together  a  financial  statement,” 
to  get  the  Chinese  community 
moving. 

The  typical  Chinese  business 
may  consist  of  a  small,  one  or 
two  person  operated  factory. 
“With  the  necessary  capital, 
ingenuity  and  technical  help, 
that  businessman  could  increase 
production,”  Leong  notes. 

What  does  CEDC  hope  to 
accomplish? 

‘‘We  want  to  increase 
commercial  space  in  Chinatown, 
increase  the  number  of  Chinese 
people  participating  in 
businesses  other  than  just  the 
restaurant  business,  and  we  want 
to  increase  housing,”  said  Leong. 

Leong  believes  the  CEDC  has 
the  capability  of  providing 
business  concerns  and 
individuals  with  a  myriad  of 
services,  from  filling  applications 
for  loans,  to  establishing 
management,  financial  systems, 
providing  referrals,  educating 
people  about  tax  incentives, 
advertising  and  promotion, 
capital  investment,  handling 
personnel. 

Some  specific  projects  the 
CEDC  has  already  begun  work 
on  include  the  publishing  of  a 
monthyl  newsletter,  which  will 
inform  people  about 
business/financial  news  and 
items  of  interest  to  the 
community,  and  a  Master  Plan 
for  Chinatown  with  regards  to 
the  community’s  physical  and 
economic  future  and  a  strategy 
for  economic  progress.  The 
CEDC  has  also  arranged  for  free 
legal  advice  through  the  law  firm 
of  Ferrero  and  Walsh.  (See  story 
below). 

Leong  has  hopes  of 
influencing  Chinese 
entrepreneurs  to  enter  new  areas

Boston  Chinese  Evangelical  Church 
observes  14th  anniversary  Nov.  9 
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Unemployment  benefits  increased 


The  maximum  weekly  benefit 
rate  for  unemployment 
insurance  has  been  increased 
from  $95  to  $101  effective  only 
with  new  claims  with  benefit 
year  beginning  on  or  after 
Sunday,  October  5. 

Under  Employment  Security 
Law,  the  maximum  benefit  rate 
must  be  refigured  by  each 
October  1  on  the  basis  of  57*/2 
percent  of  the  average  weekly 


wage  in  covered  employment  for 
the  twelve  month  period  ending 
on  March  31.  As  of  that  date  in 
1975  the  average  weekly  wage 
was  $174.78  and  the  resultant 
maximum,  rounded  to  the  next 
highest  dollar,  is  $101. 

Each  individual  claimant’s 
benefit  rate  on  new  claims 
effective  on  or  after  October  5 
will  continue  to  be  computed  at 
one- half  the  average  weekly 
wage  up  to  the  new  maximum  of 


$101. 

In  addition  to  regular  weekly 
benefits,  heads  of  households 
will  receive  an  allowance  of  $6 
for  each  dependent  child  under 
18  -  or  over  18  if  the  child  is 
either  a  full  time  student  or  is 
handicapped  and  unable  to  work 
-  up  to  total  maximum 
dependency  benefits  of  50 
percent  of  the  weekly  benefit 
rate. 


ROC  finance  minister  in  Boston

Li  Kwoh-ting,  minister  of 
Finance  and  governor  of  the 
International  Bank  for 
Reconstruction  and 
Development  of  the  Republic  of 
China  was  in  Boston  recently 
and  promised  to  promote  a 
strong  business  relationship 
between  the  U.S.  and  the 
Republic  of  China. 

Li  spoke  to  a  gathering  of 
some  60  business,  banking  and 
financial  leaders  at  a 
banquet-reception  in  Chinatown 
hosted  by  the  Chinese  Consul 
General  Shih-ying  Woo, 
September  11. 


It  was  a  return  trip  to  the 
U.S.  after  a  12  year  gapfor  Mr. 
Li  who  has  many  distinguished 
friends  in  this  community. 

A  reknown  economic  expert 
in  South  East  Asia  and  former 
minister  of  Economic  Affairs  for 
the  ROC,  Li  was  visiting  the  U.S. 
on  business  to  attend  the  annual 
World  Bank  Convention  which 
was  held  in  Washington  D.C. 

“Money  is  not  the  most 
important  thing,”  he  said, 
“Rather,  it  is  important  to  make 
wise  use  of  finances  and  capital 
to  further  develop  our  domestic 
resources.” 

Taiwan,  he  said,  serves  as  an 
example  for  the  rest  of  the 
world.  The  Republic  of  China  is 
a  successful  “graduate”  of  the 
U.S.  Aid  Administration.  It  is  an 
example  to  other  countries 
which  are  recipients  of  foreign 
economic  aid. 

“The  program  of  economic 
aid  started  in  the  ’50’s,”  the 
minister  said,  noting  that  within 
three  decades  Taiwan  was  able 
to  reach  goals  in  its  economic 
development  program,  a 
program  taking  the  tiny  island 
republic  toward  economic 
independence. 

At  one  time,  the  country’s 
economic  revenue  was  based 
primarily  on  the  import  and 
export  of  wheat  and  other 
miscellaneous  crops  and  the 
cultivation  of  fisheries. 


A  successful  project  of  the 
government  was  a  “Farmers’ 
association”  which  provided  to 
be  an  important  vehicle  for 
providing  farmers  with 
information  about  new 
techniques  and  developments  in 
agriculture. 

Additionally,  health  and 
family  planning  programs  have 
played  their  roles  in  the 
country’s  economic 
development.  After  the  first 
decade  of  the  administration  of 
the  U.S.  Aid  Program,  the  ROC 
met  its  early  goals  for  sufficient 
food  and  clothing  to  provide  for 
all  domestic  needs. 

The  challenge  of  the  second 
decade,  said  Li,  was  to  adjust  to 
the  changing  eceonomic  climate. 
“Due  to  the  declining  U.S.  sugar 
prices,  Taiwan  had  to  diversify 
its  economy  and  turn  to  other 
crops.  At  this  time,  industries 
began  to  gear  towards  exports. 

“In  early  1965,  the  country 
established  a  processing  zone 
system  onto  paddle  land  within 
the  Kao  Siong  harbor,  thus 
creating  a  procedure  comparable 
to  that  of  Hong  Kong.  In  that 
year  alone,  more  than  one 
millon  dollars  in  revenue  was 
realized  in  the  export  business, 
most  spent  to  purchase  more 
cereals,”  Li  said.  Also,  by  the 
end  of  the  second  decade,  the 
U.S.  was  the  second  largest 
foreign  investor  in  the  ROC  with 
$400  million  invested  (Australia 
is  the  largest). 

The  decade  of  1970’s  and  the 
prevailing  economic  crises  has 
been  one  of  great  challenge. 
However,  Li  said,  unity  and 
stability  following  the  death  of 
President  Chiang  Kai-shek  has 
been  maintained.  The  country, 
he  said,  has  managed  to 
overcome  the  effects  of  inflation 
and  recession. 

Today,  Li  said,  99  percent  of 
all  males  in  the  ROC  are  in  the 
national  service  and  99  percent 
of  all  youngsters  enter  primary 
school.

apartments  in  Tai  Tung  Village 
are  overcrowded. 

Reasons  for  the  overcrowding 
vary.  Through  the  years,  tenants 
accepted  with  one  or  two 
children  grow  and  the  size  of  the 
family  increases. 

Government  policy  on 
housing  development  is  another 
reason.  Both  the  Mass.  Pike 
towers  and  Tai  Tung  Village 
were  constructed  with  heavy 
federal  monies  and  thus, 
restricted  by  federal  guidelines. 
Such  regulations  discourage 
having  more  than  20  to  25 
percent  of  the  apartments  built

larger  than  two  bedrooms.  The 
reasoning  for  the  HUD 
stipulation  is  to  control  the 
number  of  children  in  a  housing 
development. 

A  large  number  of  children, 
the  government  reasons,  will 
result  in  a  highter  rate  of 
property  destruction,  vandalism 
and  a  lower  average  income  per 
family. 

According  to  the 
management  of  Tai  Tung  Village 
and  the  Mass.  Pike  Towers,  some 
$10,000  was  spent  last  year  for 
the  replacement  of  broken 
windows  alone.  This  does  not 
include  unestimated  damage  of 
locks,  shrubbery,  and  unreplaced 
doors. 

Faulty  workmanship  is 
another  problem  for  the  two 
large  housing  complexes. 

A  survey  of  Tai  Tung 
residents  taken  by  the  SAMPAN 
more  than  a  year  ago,  revealed 
many  problems  in  the  then 
one-year  old  project.  Residents 
complained  of  excessive  leakage 
and  drafts. 

Unfortunately,  the  developer 
of  Tai  Tung  Village,  filed  for 
bankruptcy  shortly  after  the 
occupancy  of  the  housing 
project,  and  the  general 
contractor,  Perini  Corporation, 
was  never  paid  in  full.  In  a  case 
of  a  bankrupt  developer,  there  is 
no  guarantee  from  the 
contractor  to  correct  faulty 
workmanship.

Tenant/landlord  rights 
responsibilities  spelled  out 


two  factors  leading  to  the 
bankruptcy  proceedings,  in 
addition  to  other  problems 
experienced  by  the  developer. 

Unfortunately,  governmental 
financing  often  does  not  cover 
contingency  situations  and 
government  funding  of  housing 
projects  does  not  allow  for 
unexpected  losses. 

Tai  Tung  Village  is  being 
additionally  hurt  because  of  its 
inability  to  rent  store  front 
space.  Recently  a  15  percent 
rent  increase  went  into  effect. 

Still,  the  current  rent 
level--because  of  increased 
energy  costs,  and  anticipated 
rental  money  NOT  coming  in 
from  vacant  commercial  space  is 
inadequate  to  meet  maintenance 
and  mortgage  costs--threaten  the 
existence  of  the  housing 
complex. 


“Housing  In  Boston-  A  Legal 
Handbook  for  Landlords  and 
Tenants,”  is  the  appropriate  title 
of  a  guide  for  both  parties  as  to 
their  rights  and  responsibilities. 

The  simple,  23-page 
handbook,  printed  and 
distributed  by  the  Mayor’s 
office,  is  available  free  at  all 
Little  City  Halls.  In  Chinatown, 
the  handbook  is  available  at  14 
Oxford  Street  at  the  Chinatown 
Little  City  Hall. 

The  book  provides  easily 
understood  information  about 
housing  inspections,  a  summary 
of  Article  II  of  the  State 
Sanitation  Codes  which  regulate 


the  maintenance  of  dwellings 
with  regard  to  water,  heat, 
ventilation,  kitchen,  and  so 
forth. 

The  booklet  explains  in  some 
detail  how  to  make  a  housing 
complaint,  how  rent  control 
works,  how  the  eviction  process 
works,  how  much  a  hearing 
could  cost,  what  procedures  to 
go  through,  etc. 

Very  important  information 
is  provided  in  this  simple 
handbook,  including  where  to  go 
to  have  questions  answered  and 
what  to  do  if  you  need  a  lawyer, 
complete  with  phone  numbers 
to  call. 


Legal/medical  info  card 
for  potential  rape  victims 


The  Rape  Task  Force  of  the 
Mayor’s  Commission  on  the 
Status  of  Women  in  Boston  is 
distributing  a  very  important 
wallet-sized  informational  card 
for  women. 

It  is  a  card  telling  a  rape 
victim  what  to  do  if  raped, 
where  to  call,  how  to  get  help, 
what  not  to  do. 

Rape  is  the  fastest  growing 
crime  in  the  country,  according 
to  the  Rape  Crisis  Task  Force.  In 
an  effort  to  assist  potential  rape 
victims,  the  information  card  is 
being  widely  distributed.  It 
provides  important  legal  and 
medical  advice. 

Specially  trained  personnel  in 
rape  crisis  intervention  will 
provide  immediate  emergency 
assistance  by  calling  the  Boston 
Police  Department’s  911  phone 
number. 

Also,  a  24-hour  hot  line  to 
the  Boston  Area  Rape  Crisis 
Center  may  be  reached  by 
dialing  492-RAPE.  The  center 
will  provide  transportation, 
advocacy  with  police,  courts  and 


hospital,  legal  information  and 
counseling. 

If  you  are  the  victim  of  rape: 
1)  go  to  a  safe  place  and  either 
call  the  police  (911)  or  the 
Boston  Area  Rape  Crisis  Center; 

2)  DO  NOT  wash,  change 
clothes,  or  straighten  your 
apartment  before  going  to  the 
hospital  or  police; 

3)  it  is  important  to  go  to  a 
hospital  for  treatement  of 
injuries,  tests  for  VD  and 
pregnancy,  gathering  of  medical 
evidence  for  the  police,  and 
counseling; 

4)  it  is  your  choice  and 
responsibility  to  report  the 
crime  to  the  police.  The  hospital 
does  not  routinely  report  such 
crimes; 

5)  if  you  decide  NOT  to  go 
the  police  immediately,  write 
down  all  the  details  of  the 
assault  and  save  them  in  case 
you  change  your  mind.

Betty  Samtoy- 
Hwang's  tasty 
meat  recipe 

Editor’s  Note:  The  following 
i recipe  was  submitted  by  Betty 
Samtoy-Hwang,  a  resident  of  St. 
Thomas,  U.S.V.I.  who  is 
reknown  for  her  Cantonese 
cooking  throughout  the  area. 

INGREDIENTS 

l‘/2  lbs.  cubed  steak 
2-3  medium  sized  onions 
1/4  cup  oil  (approximate) 

Sauce: 

15  tbs.  chicken  or  beef 
broth 

10  tbs.  ketchup 
10  tbs.  Worcestershire  sauce 
2>/2  tbs .  sesame  oil 
dash  of  pepper 

Marinade: 

V2  tsp.  unseasoned  meat 
tenderizer 
1  tsp.  baking  soda 

3  tbs.  cornstarch 

1  tbs.  tomato  ketchup 
1  tbs.  worcesterhire  sauce 
1  tbs.  oyster  sauce 

1  tsp.  accent 
legg 

2  tbs.  sherry 

1  tsp.  baking  powder 
1  tbs.  sesame  oil 
dash  of  pepper 
dash  of  ginger 

4  tbs.  water 

DIRECTIONS: 

1.  Flatten  pieces  of  meat  into 
uniform  thickness  by  pounding 
with  dull  side  of  heavy  knife  in 
criss-cross  pattern.  Cut  into  IV2 
by  2  inch  pieces. 

2.  Mix  the  marinade 
ingredients  well,  and  mix 
thoroughly  into  the  cube  steak. 
Refrigerate  in  a  covered  bowl  for 
3  to  4  hours. 

3.  Brown  steak  in  hot  oil  and 
remove  as  soon  as  browned.  Do 
not  over  cook.  Drain  oil  and  put 
aside. 

4.  Slice  onions  into  rings  and 
fry  in  same  pan.  Add  a  dash  of 
accent  and  salt.  Remove  onions 
as  soon  as  brown.  Put  aside. 

5.  Before  serving,  mix  sauce 
ingredients. 

6.  Add  about  1  tbs.  oil  to  the 
pan,  heat  onions  and  steaks  in 
high  flame.  When  heated  ,  mix 
with  sauce.  If  the  steak  is  a  little 
dry,  stir  in  some  hot  water  until 
sauce  is  of  the  right  consistency.

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Svelte  Stephanie  Moy  a  6 ballerina  extrordinaire 9

At  the  tender  age  of  five, 
when  most  of  us  were  mimicking 
the  adult  world  by  playing  with 
our  dolls  or  laying  model 
railroad  tracks,  Stephanie  Moy 
of  Boston  was  beginning  her  first 
classical  ballet  lessons. 

Today  as  a  full-time  member 
of  the  famed  Boston  Ballet 
Company  and  aged  22,  Ms.  Moy 
recalls  the  encouragement  she 
has  received  over  the  years  from 
her  family  and  the  early  training 
which  she  received  from  her 
teacher  and  inspiration,  Madame 
Anna  Roje. 

Madame  Roje,  explained 
Stephanie,  defected  from 
Yugoslavia  to  London  where  she 
studied  with  Nicholas  Legat 
before  emigrating  to  the  United 
States  many  years  ago.  It  was 
primarilly  because  of  her 


sustained  discipline  and 
concerned  guidance  that 
Stephanie  pursued 
apprenticeship  with  the 
Company  in  1969  and  in  1972 
entered  the  corps  de  ballet,  an 
art  that  began  in  the  16th 
century  European  courts. 

Located  in  their  newly 
renovated  studio  at  17 
Clarendon  Street  in  the  South 
End,  the  Boston  Ballet  Company 
includes  35  dancers  under  the 
direction  of  E.  Virginia  Williams. 
Along  with  their  travelling 
repertoires,  the  Company’s 
classical  performances  are  held 
in  the  months  of  November, 
December,  March,  and  April  at 
the  Music  Hall;  their 
experimental  shows  are  held  in 
February.  Highly  favored  among 
Hub  audiences  are  the  December 
performances  of  Tschaikowsky’s 
“The  Nutcracker  Suite.” 


Practicing  approximately  two 
to  five  hours  per  day,  six  days 
per  week  during  the  Company’s 
off-seasonal  period,  Stephanie 
recounts  her  typical  work  day. 
She  starts  with  warming-up 
exercises  about  ten  in  the 
morning,  continues  this  for 
about  an  hour  and  a  half,  then 
commences  with  actual  rehearsal 
routines  about  noon  time,  and 
continues  this  until  about  8  or  9 
at  night,  guided  by  union 
regulations. 

Stephanie  particularly  enjoys 
story  ballet  in  which  she  gets  to 
act  as  many  different 
personalities,  and  children’s 
ballet  such  as  Peter  and  the 
Wolf.  Young  audiences, 
explained  the  ballerina,  are  great 
fun  to  perform  before,  as  they 
tend  to  react  spontaneously  and 
seem  to  empathize  with  the 
dancers.  The  two  recent  ballet

clubs.  Many  of  them  are  actively 
involved  in  programs  to  promote 
a  better  interaction  and 
friendships  among  the  Chinese 
students.  Regular  meetings  are 
held  to  plan  the  many  social  and 
recreational  activities.  Social 
parties,  sports  tournaments, 
China  exhibitions  and  choir 
performances  are  often 
organized  to  enhance  the  social 
lives  of  the  Chinese  students. 
Some  of  the  activities  are 
coordinated  around  the  Chinese 
festivals,  such  as  the  August 
Moon  Festival  and  the  Double 
Tenth  celebration.  Studying  in 
the  United  States  is  not  an  all 
sweet  and  honey  experience. 
Many  Chinese  students  found  it 
difficult  to  adapt  to  the 
different  value  system  and  moral 
standard.

Tuesday,  November  4, 
Boston  voters  return  to  the  polls 
to  elect  a  mayor,  to  fill  nine  City 
Council  seats,  and  to  elect  five 
Boston  School  Committee 
members. 

In  the  September  23  primary 
election,  only  38  percent  of  the 
registered  voters  turned  out  at- 
the  polls. 

In  the  mayoral  race, 
incumbant  Kevin  H.  White 
pulled  54  percent  of  the  votes 
cast  and  State  Sen.  Joseph 
Timilty  captured  43  percent  to 
participate  in  the  general 
election. 

A  break  down  of  votes  cast 
for  the  two  mayoral  candidates 
show  149  votes  cast  for  White, 
and  28  for  Timilty  in  Ward  3  , 
Precinct  8  (Chinatown). 

Castle  Square-Mass.  Pike 
voters  (Ward  5,  Precinct  1)  cast 
369  votes  for  White,  and  116  for 
Timilty. 

Ward  3,  Precinct  7,  which  is 
the  South  End,  cast  167  for 
White,  and  109  for  Timilty. 


In  most  large  universities  in 
Boston,  there  are  international 
student  offices  established  to 
assist  foreign  students  adjusting 
to  the  new  environment.

“Nearly  all  foreign  Chinese 
students  are  conscientious, 
polite,  well-behaved  and  very 
appreciative.  I  don’t  recall  any 
misbehavior  or  severe  problems 
created  by  them”  said  Mrs. 
Long,  International  Student 
Advisor  for  Tufts  University. 
“Sometimes  they  approach  me 
for  individual  problems,  such  as 
the  mastering  of  the  English 
language.” 

Tufts  University  also  has  a 
very  successful  host  family 
program.  Each  newly-registered 
foreign  student  is  assigned  a  host 
or  U.S.  family.  Some  students 
have  built  sound,  long-lasting 
relationships  with  the  host 
family  throughout  their 
academic  years.  Both  parties 
have  an  opportunity  to 
understand  and  appreciate  each 
other’s  cultural  and  social  value, 
too.

Chinatown  in  the  large  and 
small  cities  alike  are  the 
common  meeting  places  for 
Chinese  students  homesick  for 
Chinese-style  cooking.  Because 
of  limitations  of  a  student 
budget,  many  Chinese  students 
develop  skills  in  doing  their  own 
cooking. 

In  a  way,  the  U.S.  is  a  good 
training  ground  for  the 
long-spoiled  Chinese  students.  A 
side  benefit  from  being  a  student 
here! 

A  very  popular  Chinese  poem 
written  by  Wong  Wei,  one  of  the 
most  famous  poets  in  Chinese 
history,  expresses  the  lonliness 
of  students. 

“Alone,  a  stranger  in  a 
strange  land.
